form. ‘In about fourteen days, 
they get in the muscle fibers. 
They cause an inflammation of 
the thuscle around them and 
gradualiy develop a toxin or 
poison which affects the entire 
system. 

The muscles most frequently 
attacked are those of the jaws, 
jntetféring with chewing. Those 
of the throat, neck, chest and 
abdomen, which interfere with 
breathing, and often those of the 
arms and legs. The extent and 
severity of the disease depends 
on the number of parasites pres- 
ent, often causing no more than 
some muscular soreness ,and not 
discovered exeept accidentally. 

In a well-marked case, the 
first signs are in the abdomen, 
a feeling of pressure in the 
stomach with violent.’ digestive 
disturbances. Soon there is a 
feeling of pain and stiffness in 
the muscles, which may be mis- 
taken, gor muscular rheumatism 
or netiritis. 

The severe pain and stiffness 
in the muscles does not com- 
mence till after the second 

' week. “In severe cases the mus- 
cles bécome swollen, firm and 
hard; very painful to touch and 
movement. The patient avoids 
all ftovement, lying perfectly 
still in bed with the. arms and 
jJegs drawn up to. prevent 

stretcHing of the affected mus- 


cles.

HERE is a peculiar swelling 

of the eye lids and the mus- 
cles of’ the eye become inactive. 
There is often a breaking cut of 
pimptes and blisters. Fever may 
become very high, but rises and 
falls rapidly, and there may be 
no fever for several days. The 
pulse is rapid, headache severe, 
stupor’ may he present with all 
the appearance of typhoid fever. 
Indeed; it is very frequently mis- 
taken for typhoid. 

Theft are marked changes in 
the blood, which make a positive 
diagnosis possible by microscop- 
ical examination after the sec- 
ond or third week. 

The disease lasts indefinitely. 
A mild case may recover in two 
or three weeks; a severe case in 
three months or longer. Of 
tho severe cases, about. one- 
thire prove fatal from the 
f.urth to sixth -week, either 
irom genéral poisoning or dis- 
turbances of breathing. The 
disease can be entirely pre- 
vented by the thorough cooking 
of all pork meats and sausages. 
‘The smoking of hams and saus- 
ages does not destroy the tri- 
cainae, 

Packing house meats are usu- 
ally free, as the government 
mats a miscrescopisal exam- 
ins.ion of all meats before al- 
lowing them to be marketed, but 
Khome or local butchers do not 
have the facilities for examina- 
tion, and the only safe way is to 
eat no raw or improperly cooked 
meat,

HE first and most important 

thing to remember in apply- 
jing make-up is that your skin 
must be thoroughly and freshly 
cleansed. While it is still damp

The proper method of apply- 
ing powder is to press it into the 
foundation. Use a good powder 
puff or a piece of fresh cotton. If 
you use a powder puff be sure 
that it is clean. Soiled powder 
puffs are to blame for complex- 
ion troubles oftener than any- 
thing else. They spread infections 
and cause clogged pores. So make 
it a rule to wash your puff every 
day or two or stick to the pads 
of cotton. 

Have a generous amount of 
powder on your puff and dab it 
all over your skin until you look 
lite you have been ‘dipped in 
the flour barrel” literally. Then 
take a fresh piece of cotton or a 
soft-bristled little blending brush 
and remove all of the excess pow- 
der. That that remains is so 
evenly applied that it will give 
your skin a soft, velvety finish 
without being in the least notice- 
able. 

Only when you have learned to 
apply these ‘“‘basic’’ cosmetics so 
skillfully that skin flaws are un- 
noticeable and your skin seems 
naturally clear and soft and 
youthful in coloring, can you 
hope to achieve glamour through 
the use of the purely decorative 
cosmetics like mascara, eye- 
shadow and lipstick.

OOD FOOD, pertectly cooked 

and simply’ garnished, is 
usually the most appealing and 
delicious to men.
